Noti¢es to landlords to clean up) thelr 
houses and make them habitable, said 
Commissioner Mann, were flonted and 
property owners. disregarded such 
orders. Inability to maintain ‘an ade- 
quate inspection service was the reason 
ascribed by him for this willful dis- 
regard to the law. Mr. Mann said. he 
had 189 inspectors to look ‘after 1,100,- 
000 apartments. The Jaw says that each 
apartment shall be in d” once a 
month. Mr. Mann was c fronted witb 
the record of a house in Cherry Street 
whose landlords wére able to evade the 
department's orders.for three years, al- 
though more than 100 violations of the 
law had been found on the’ premises. 

The Tenement House Depaftment was 
swamped .with complaints,” said Mr. 

He pointed out that, complaints 
have risen fro: * 25,000 , a year prior to

In 1916 there were 5.61 
per cent. vacancies. The number va- 
cant at present amounts to 24,283. Of 
the vacancies‘ 1. per cent, were in 
old-law tenements and. 2.69 per cent. 
were of the new type. 

Commissioner Mann agreed with Wal- 
ter H. Pollak, chief counsel of the com- 
mission, who said the owners of the 
property at. 220 Cherry. Street. which 
evaded the orders of the Tenement 
House Department for three years were 
“cold-hjooded citizens.” 

Although ah agent of the commission 
had been informed by the Tenement 
House Department that there was only 
one violation on’ the house at 220 Cherry 
Street, further investigation, according 
to Mr. Pollak, revealed that there were 


more than 100 violatjons. As the result 
of a long examination of: Commissioner 
Mann it was brought out that the house 
had changed hands several times and 
that considerable delay was experienced 
by his department in learning the names 
of the new owners.

‘from the Eskimo.
